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Agenda For Talks

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Presi­ 
dent Trum an has ordered detailed 
preparations made for his talks 
with 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill 
here next month despite Church­ 
ill’s reluctance to propose a list of 
problems for discussion. 
U. S. officials said today the 
United States side of the two- 
power meeting is being worked 
up on the assumption that 
Mr. 
Churchill will want to go into the 
whole range of policies governing 
relations between 
the two 
big 
western powers 
and 
Russia as 
well as specific Anglo - American 
issues. Both the state and defense 
departments are at work on the 
detailed listings. 
Won't Ask For Money 
Churchill sent word about two 
weeks ago that he did not plan to 
draw up an agenda for his series 
pf meetings with the 
president, 
beginning Jan. 3. The American 


embassy in London has been di­ 
rected 
nevertheless to seek the 
fullest 
possible 
information 
on 
what the prime minister has in 
mind in coming here. 
Churchill also told an American 
diplomat in London that he did 
not plan to ask for American fi­ 
nancial assistance. The problem of 
U. S. aid is, in fact, being worked 
out ahead of his visit by officials 
of the two countries at a lower 
level. 
Three Big Items 
Present indication are that Mr. 
Truman will bear down heavily 
on all three of these qquestions: 
I. The president has said re­ 
peatedly that he does 
not 
look 
forward to a meeting with Stalin 
unless the Soviet premier 
comes 
to Washington—something every­ 
one here considers a practical im­ 
possibility.

State Police 


Short-Handed, 


Says Governor 


CHARLOTTE, Mich. — <VP)4 — 
Governor Williams told 
for 
the 
first time publicly yesterday just 
how short-handed the state police 
are 
Addressing a Rotary club audi­ 
ence, Williams revealed that there 
are 145 troopers patrolling the en ­ 
tire state from 8 a. rn., to 4 p. h., 
only 125 from 4 p. rn., to midnight 
and only 25 from midnight to 8 
a. lh. _ 
Chance For Criminals 
"These figures,” Williams said, 
“have never been made public be­ 
fore. The state police commission­ 
er rightly felt that disclosure of 
our weakness might inspire crim ­ 
inals to action. X X X but we have 
come to the point where we think 
it is more important for the citi­ 
zens of this state to know the situ­ 
ation than it is to keep that situa­ 
tion from the knowledge of poten­ 
tial criminals.” 
Williams said the 
state 
police 
have 678 enlisted men. Deducting 
command staffs, 
detectives 
and 
specially assigned men, the state 
has 551 men to man 45 posts. Al­ 
lowing leave days and furloughs, 
there are 442 available each day 
at the posts. Eliminating adm in­ 
istrative officers and desk men, 
only 296 officers are avalable for 
round-the-clock police work. 
More Money Needed 
Pennsylvania has 1,800 state po­ 
licemen, Williams said. The In ­ 
ternational Police Chiefs associa­ 
tion and National Safety Council 
formulae of proper police protec­ 
tion would require Michigan to 
have about 1,250 men, he said. 
The governor said he will ask 
the legislature for money for more 
state policemen and urged the pu b­ 
lic to support the plea. 
"This lack of personnel,” Wil­ 
liams 
said, 
"means 
that 
many 
posts must be closed at midnight 
and manned only by officers who 
sleep beside a telephone in case of 
emergency. O course, when a call 
comes, off-duty men must be call­ 
ed out of bed to answer it. That 
means serious delay, as 
well 
as 
hardship on the officers.”

No. Marijuana,

Investigation Shows 


Rumors Are False 
Supt. John A. Lemmer reported 
to the Escanaba board of educa­ 
tion last night that a complete in­ 
vestigation of rumors of the use 
of marijuana or other narcotics by 
students p f the Escanaba schools 
has been conducted by school of­ 
ficials and that the investigation 
has shown that the rumors 
are 
wholly without foundation. 
“At no time daring the course 
of our investigations have we dis­ 
covered any evidence of the use of 
marijuana or other dope by school 
students,” Supt. Lemmer told the 
board. “On the contrary, we have 
run down every rumor that has 
come to us and found each rumor 
to be completely false.” 
Lemmer reported that the ru ­ 
mors started nearly two 
weeks 
ago when a man gave two grade 
school students several sticks of 
gum. 
One of the girls developed 
a headache and the marijuana ru ­ 
mor was born. 
The investigation 
revealed that one of the girls had 
said that she had planned to ana­ 
lyze the gum to determine wheth­ 
er it contained marijuana, using 
a home chemistry set to make the 
analysis. 
Story Grew Rapidly 
Supt. Lemmer said that the ru ­ 
mor developed as a result of an 
overactive 
imagination 
of 
the 
young girl. 
School officials were 
given a sample of the gum. 
The story grew as rapidly as 
Jack’s beanstalk and this 
week 
rumors developed that a number 
of high school students had been 
arrested for smoking m arijuana 
cigarettes. 
This rumor, like the 
others, 
was 
completely 
false. 
School officials and law enforce­ 
ment officers, who made a sepa­ 
rate investigation of the rumors, 
reported that no students 
have

Proposal To Abolish (J. P. Fair 
Not Based On Merit Or Justice 


*pH E 
report of the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee, 
the 
so-called 
“Little 
Hoover” commission, calling for the aboli­ 
tion of the Upper Peninsula State Fair at 
Escanaba carelessly and erroneously pins 
upon the Escanaba fair all of the unfavor­ 
able aspects of the Michigan State Fair at 
Detroit. 
Actually, 
there is an enormous 
difference between the two fairs, 
even 
•though both are state-supported. 
The U. P. State Fair is operated under 
•n entirely different statute 
than 
that 
which authorizes the Michigan State Fair 
at Detroit. The U P. board is small, only 
five members, and there has been no po­ 
litical bickering regarding the develop­ 
ment of the fair. That is not true at De­ 
troit, where the fair is operated by a 15- 
man board in conjunction with the Michi­ 
gan Department of Agriculture. 
There 
are. of course, other and more 
compelling reasons why the Upper Penin­ 
sula State Fair should be preserved, de­ 


spite the recommendation of the citizens’ 
committee. It is the only effective means 
thus far devised to properly display the 
progress and the achievements of Upper 
Peninsula agriculture and industry. 
F u r­ 
ther. it makes possible educational means 
that have been tremendously important in 
improving agriculture and in encouraging 
the 4-H club movement 
in 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula. 
The Upper Peninsula State Fair is truly 
an educational fair which 
has 
brought 
forth results for the benefit of our farmers 
and town folks as well. 
It is not a tre­ 
mendously costly undertaking 
for

state. 
It is apparent from* the report of the ad­ 
visory committee that 
the 
committee’s 
main target is the Detroit fair. For pur­

The recommendation is both 
unfair and unwise. 


Parked Cars On City Streets At 
Night Boost Costs Of Plowing 
epH E 
City of Escanaba cannot legally 
force automobile owners to keep their 
cars off residential streets at night unless 
the city posts “No Parking” signs through­ 
out the residential area. The cost of post­ 
ing the signs for the winter season is pro­ 
hibitive so the city’s ordinance 
banning 
parking in the winter months, during the 
hours from 2 a. rn. to 7 a. rn. has sudden­ 
ly become meaningless. 
That is the effect of a state law enacted 
at the last session by the Michigan legisla­ 
ture. 
In all piobability the law will be 
changed when the legislature meets again 
because the statute has created numerous 
headaches for cities all over the state. Nev­ 
ertheless. that is the law now and it will 
have to be recognized. 
In Escanaba, however, city officials are 
pleading with car owners to observe the 
regulation as a means of speeding snow­ 
plowing during the winter months. If they 
do not keep ears off residential streets at 
night during periods of snowfall, the cost 
©I snowplowing will be sharply increased 


You Can't Get Rich 
With Today's Tax Rates 
‘ npHE day definitely is past when an in- 
dividual can hope to grow wealthy 
from savings out of wages or salary” says 
a feature article in a recent issue of U. S. 
News Sc World Report. “Old ideas about 
what constitutes a ‘high* income are hav­ 
ing to be revised along with 
old 
ideas 
about the size of a fortune needed to sup­ 
port a family when a man retires.” 
This is the result of two potent forces 
which in combination, have reduced the 
purchasing power of the dollar on one 
hand, and have made it impossible for 
even people with very large gross incomes 
to save substantial sums on the other. 
Force one is mfiation. 
Today’s 
dollar, 
going by the government figures, is worth 
only a little more than half as much as the 
prewar dollar. Force two is taxation, which 
now bites deeply into the incomes of peo­ 
ple of moderate means, and takes most of 
the 
earnings 
of 
people 
in 
the 
upper 
brackets. 
U. 
S. 
News reviews some of the tre­ 
mendous changes that have occurred since 
1939. Taking into consideration the most 
recent tax increase, the man who earned 
$4,000 a year then, must receive a little 
better than $9,000 now if he is to live as 
well— and relatively few people have bet­ 
tered their incomes to so great an extent. 
The man who earned $10,000 must take in 1 
more than $25,000 if he is to take care of 
taxes and the results of inflation and have 
the same living standard as before. And. 
as you go up the income ladder, the situa­ 
tion becomes almost fantastic. It takes an 
income of better than $365,000 a year to 
maintain living standards that could be 
bought tor $50,000 in 1939. 
It is obvious 
that not one man in hundreds of thousands 
has been able to increase 
his 
gross 
so 
greatly. 
As a matter of tact, raises ol salary, even 
though they may be large, cannot solve the 
problem —for the simple reason that the 
tex collector is going to take a large part 
ot the raise and, at high ievels, most of it. 
According to the U. S. News computation, 
if a married man with a taxable income of 
$10,000 gets a $1,000 raise, taxes will ab­ 
sorb nearly a third of it—$290. If a m ar­ 
ried $100,000 a year man gets a boost of 
$10,000, government will take more than 
two-thirds 
of 
it—$7,700, 
leaving 
him 
$2,300. And the single man, of course, gets 
hit much harder. 
Taxation and inflation are the biggest 
problem millions of middle-class Ameri­ 
cans now face. And that’s why Congress is 
getting m ore 3nd m ore restive over tile 
ad m inistration's spending plans.

When cars are parked on streets while 
snowplows are on the job. it only means 
that the plows must skirt around the park­ 
ed cars. Most of the time the plow cannot 
avoid leaving a bank of snow against the 
parked cars. When the driver comes oyt 
to move his car, he must first shovel away 
the snow Even then, there is an island of 
unplowed street where the car has been 
parked. Multiply this situation by hun­ 
dreds of stranded cars and you get an idea 
of the mess created. 
The city cannot force you to keep your 
car off the street at night, due to the pe­ 
culiarities of ’.he new state law, but 
co­ 
operation will make possible better snow 
plowing service at less cost. 


Baton Is A 
Potent Weapon 
i A N VONE who has ever watched a musi- 
* * cal conductor threshing the air with 
his baton must have realized the potential­ 
ities of the thing as an offensive weapon. 
So it is not altogether a shock to hear that 
a conductor has at last been charged with 
’ j wielding the willowy stick with malicious 
intent. 
This all happened in Chicago, where a 
first violinist contended that an opera con­ 
ductor struck him with a baton during a 
performance of “Madame Butterfly.” 
The 
conductor denied jousting with this frail 
lance but he apologized anyway, 
since 
Boss Petrillo of 
the 
musicians’ 
union 
threatened to take his orchestra away if 
he didn’t. 
Not too many years ago Harry Richman, 
venerable song-and-dance man, used to 
descend to the orchestra pit on occasion 
and wave the baton with calculated frenzy. 
Inevitably during these episodes the wand 
would fly out of Richman’s hand over the 
heads of the orchestra men, to 
light 
in 
some unlikely spot, like the yawning well 
of a tuba. 
Maybe our Chicago conductor saw one 
of these exhibitions. 
Whether he did or 
not, the only moral we can get out of all 
this is that the baton is a menacing missile, 
guided or unguided.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Henry 
Grunewald, 
king of the five-percenters, 
has 
known 
more important people, fixed more inter­ 
esting influence deals, yet kept out of the 
limelight — until recently — than almost 
anyone else in Washington. He has had his 
linger in all sorts of government pie—from 
income taxes and war surplus 
to 
alien 
property and defense contracts. Yet no one 
knows much about him. 
Almost two years ago. 
this columnist 
learned that Giunewald had arranged to 
tap 
Howard Hughes’ telephone wire for 
Senator Brewster and 
Pan 
American 
World Airways at a time when Pan Am 
wanted to buy Howard 
Hughes’ 
Trans 
World Airlines. 
Later, I was able to turn over certain 
evidence to Senator Matt Neely (Dem., W. 
Va.), chairman of the District of Colum­ 
bia committee, which resulted in a Senate 
investigation. 
However, getting the evidence on the 
elusive Mr. Grunewald, sometimes called 
“The Dutchmen,” was like tracking down 
a will-o’-the-wisp. 
The investigation of Grunewald started 
by consulting the telephone book. He had 
a number in the Munsey building but tha,t 
phone led to the law offices of one 
Ed 
Martin. Significantly, he later turned out 
to be the same Ed Martin who fronted for 
a New York coiporation formed overnight 
to get a cut of a huge purchase of Chinese 
Nationalist gasoline. This mysterious deal 
was blocked when 
“commissions” 
were 
suspected. 
Attorney 
Martin, 
when queried about 
Grunewald. explained that he had inherit­ 
ed the office space from Henry but ne- 
neglected to notify the 
phone 
company. 
The minute 
the 
column 
representative 
stepped outside the door, however, Martin 
picked up the 
phone, 
called 
Senator 
Bridges’ office, and tersely reported: 
“A 
guy 
named 
Anderson was here asking 
about Henry.” 
Later, it developed that Martin was ac­ 
tually on Grunewald's payroll. 
GRUNEWALD^ MYSTERY SUITE 
Next lead was that Grunewald occupied 
a suite on the fourth floor of the Washing­ 
ton hotel. Investigation revealed that he 
used the suite as an office. 
However, it 
was strangely registered under the name 
of Harry Woodring, 
former secretary of 
war. Queried by phone, in Topeka, Kansas, 
Woodring explained that he and G rune­ 
wald had once used the suite together on a 
business deal and that Grunewald must 
have neglected to change the hotel records. 
A tip from a hotel bellboy developed the 
tact that Giunewald was also 
chummy 
with another guest on the fourth floor of 
the Washington hotel—Dan Bolich, 
then 
No. 2 man in the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
Bolich 
was 
a free spender around the 
hotel, 
probably 
spending 
more than a 
government salary permitted. 
He 
had 
been seen in the company of New York 
underworld boss Frankie Costello. 
Further research developed that G rune­ 
wald had many addresses in addition to his 
Munsey building phone num ber and Wash­ 
ington hotel headquarters. He also kept an 
apartment 
at 
Washington’s 
fashionable 
Westchester, where he had 
two 
private 
phone numbers—Woodley 5700 and Ster­ 
ling 2158—though he usually called from a 
phone booth in the Westchester lobby— 
Woodley 705. 
He also owned $75,000 homes in Miami, 
Flu., and Spring Lake, N. J. Deputy Com­ 
missioner Bolish also had a summer home 
at the latter place. 
For commuting pur­ 
poses, Grunewald owned a fleet of at least 
three limousines. 
SENATOR BREWSTER’S FRIEND 
As we delvea deeper into the wire-tap 
story, we learned that Grunewald had the 
habit of visiting Senator Brewster once or 
twice a week and that they called 
each 
other by first names. We also were able to 
prove that Brewster paid the expenses of 
Grunew ald’s wire-tapping friend, Lt. Joe 
Shimon of the Washington 
police 
force, 
while he was listening 
in 
on 
Howard 
Hughes's private telephone conversations. 
SENATE FEEBLE PROBE 
Meanwhile, 
Senator 
Neely 
appointed 
Senator Claude Pepper of Florida as chair­ 
man of a subcommittee to 
probe 
the 
Grunewald - Shimon - Brewster 
w ire-tap­ 
ping. But when this column placed the evi­ 
dence 
before 
Senator Pepper, including 
Grunewalds activities. Pepper remarked: 
“Is Henry mixed up in this?” 
Shortly thereafter. Pepper seemed to lose 
interest in the investigation and took 
a 
round-the-world trip with Senator Brew­ 
ster, the man he was supposed to investi­ 
gate. 
Meanwhile, my curiosity about G rune­ 
wald was heightened by the discovery that 
he had been mixed up in a black-market 
liquor deal. 
This had been investigated 
by the alcohol tax unit, out Grunewald’s 
part in it was never made public. 
Significantly, the alcohol tax unit is un­ 
der the direct control of the Internal Reve­ 
nue Bureau.

The recent refusal of the Broth­ 
erhood of Firemen and Enginemen 
to take part in a hearing before an 
emergency board named by Presi­ 
dent Trum an does not bode well 
for the outlook for peace in the 
railroad industry. It is one rhore 
battle in the inconclusive dispute 
which has flared up periodically 
since the major unions repudiated 
an agreement reached on Dec. 21, 
1950, following 22 months of dis­ 
agreement. 
The firemen's union, 
whose threatened strike brought 
on government seizure of the rail­ 
roads in August, 1950, based its 
abstention from the board hearing 
on 
the 
ground that two of the 
three panel members are obnoxi­ 
ous to them. 
Eventually 
s o m e 
settlement 
must be made which recognizes 
the realities of the current situa­ 
tion; one which takes account of 
the dissatisfaction of the workers, 
but also one which will not be in­ 
jurious 
to 
transportation 
as 
a 
whole. It is difficult to see how a 
panel can bring out an acceptable 
judgm ent without taking into con­ 
sideration the industry's ability to 
pay, a factor usually relied on by 
the 
unions 
in other industries. 
And yet the railroads’ ability to 
pay higher wages, or grant a 40- 
hour week, or permit shorter runs, 
etc., 
rests with another govern­ 
ment agency, the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 
Need for Cooperation 
Nevertheless, 
the 
Haunting of 
the President’s emergency board 
because the union finds two of its 
members 
persona 
non 
grata is 
hardly the sort of maneuver that 
commends itself to the public at 
large. It implies that unless per- 
t ms are put on the board whose 
views are acceptable to the fire­ 
men officials, they won’t play in 
the game. 
Complete 
objectivity 
may be hard to find, but the as­ 
sumption is that the presidential 
fact finders were 
selected 
after 
careful scrutiny ut available ex­ 
perts, 
and 
that 
the panel will 
judge the facts as well as the a r­ 
guments. upon their merits. 
It is to be noted that the unions 
have a fairly long record ol re­ 
jections of the findings by these 
boards. The 
question 
naturally 
irises: 
Were the boards inaccur­ 
ate or prejudiced: or was it a case 
of the unions disliking the recom­ 
mendations? 
Th’ t the brotherhoods and rail­ 
road managements are far from 
viewing themselves as members of 
a cooperative team is plain to see. 
Yet the prosperity ol the employ­ 
ees 
rests 
fundamentally on the 
broad basis ol the economic health 
of the carriers. If the ICC does 
not 
allow 
the roads 
to 
apply 
freight 
rates 
that 
will enable 
them to offset rising costs of oper­ 
ations, then it is natural for any 
management 
to weigh wage de­ 
mands in the light of their effect 
on the railroad's ability to meet 
its 
other 
obligations, 
which in­ 
clude the payment ol some divi­ 
dend on its stock. 
Realistic Approach Needed 
To the lay observer, it 
would 
seem as it the unions should be 
•strongly interested in whether the 
railroads do or do not get tile rate 
increases 
they 
seek. 
Certainly 
vv ages must come out of revenues, 
and while it is managem ent’s job 
to carve as much of net income 
out ut gross receipts as possible, 
the in tiuence of unions in pushing , 


for adequate rateg is not inconsid­ 
erable. 
This is not to say that the 
ICC can be guided by wage de­ 
mands. But it is well konwn that 
suffered from what one executive 
calls “financial malnutrition.” 
In the postwar periods, in fact 
since 1920, their average 
return 
on net property investment 
has 
been reported at 3 4 per cent as 
against a fair and reasonable rate 
of return as long ago put by Con­ 
gress and the ICC at 6 per cent. 
Net income, after all charges and 
taxes, in 1950 on property valued 
at 
$29,683,674,605 was $783,572,- 
488, or only a little more than was 
earned in IO months of that year 
by General Motors. 
The most recent rate increase 
I ermitted by the ICC was one this 
year of 9 per cent in the East and 
6 per cent elsewhere, following a 
request for a 15 per cent rise. It 
is, of course, patent that the ad­ 
vance was far from closing the 
gap between rail costs and income. 
The president of the New York 
Central noted a few weeks ago 
that while wage levels on eastern 
roads have risen 133 per cent from 
prewar levels (1939) and material 
prices have gone up 138 per cent, 
freight rates have gone up 78 per 
cent and passenger rates only 43 
per cent. 
The 
president 
of the 
“K aty” Railroad, speaking of the 
western 
roads, 
said 
that as of 
April 
I, 
1951, freight rates had 
risen less than 60 per cent. 
Favorable Aspects 
There are some favorable as­ 
pects to the current railroad situa­ 
tion, which managements seeking 
rate 
increases, are not likely to 
stress. In a war period such as the 
present, 
railroads enjoy relative 
prosperity. This was true in the 
First and Second World Wars. In 
the first half of 1951, Class I rail­ 
roads 
reported 
gross 
revenues 
higher than the like 1950 period 
by $812,000,000, with net income 
$41,000,000 better. 
Despite a re­ 
lapse in the third quarter, higher 
earnings are looked for in the last 
quarter. 
Not only has there arisen a be­ 
lie! that the carriers will benefit 
from 
the 
rate 
increase beyond 
what had been expected, but the 
effort of almost all the roads to 
boost 
their operating efficiency, 
still gathering momentum, should 
result in better earnings. Diesel- 
ization is an example. 
Another 
factor is the normal 
fall 
seasonal 
pickup in traffic, 
aided 
by growing movement of 
bumper crops. To that should be 
added the increasing tempo of the 
defense program which will pro­ 
vide 
heavy 
traffic 
in 
military 
equipment. 
The stimulation of defense ac­ 
tivities should boost consumer in­ 
come 
which 
will 
be 
reflected 
eventually in rising general pro­ 
duction 
and 
freight 
shipment. 
Moreov er, aid to Europe will mean 
continued 
heavy 
export of coal

and grain. 
Steps are being taken also in 
reducing tile losses from passen­ 
ger traffic, as well as the uneco­ 
nomical services such as mail, ex­ 
press and baggage. Over a $500,- 
000,000 loss is indicated by the 
railroads of the country in pas­ 
senger service operations. 
Better Financial Condition 
From a financial standpoint, it 
would appear as if the carriers 
generally had bettered their con­ 
dition markedly in recent years, 
while physically they are in good 
shai>e to meet defense emergency 
needs. In the last IO years, about 
$8,000,000,000 has been expended 
on new equipment and roadbed, 
of which $6,000,000,000 was spent 
since World War II. In 1950, the 
largest 
number 
of 
locomotives 
since 1923 were put into service, 
most of them Diesels. Most of the 
money 
used 
was from retained 
earnings, which has not been the 
case 
with 
the untility industry. 
Thus, while the program has beei> 
largely 
at 
the 
expense of divi­ 
dends, the shareholder’s equity has 
been built up and sooner or later 
he will benefit. 
The picture has its clouded side. 
There is what rail operators call 
subsidized competition, the most 
serious of which is seen as coming 
from the trucking industry. 
To 
what extent trucks skim off the 
cream of the inter-city and cross­ 
country traffic no adequate data 
present themselves. Of more im­ 
port is the trend to lay more of 
the cost of maintaining highways 
in 
repair 
on 
truck 
operators. 
Eventually, this should remove a 
source 
of 
complaint. But other 
subsidies, such as federal money 
to maintain airports, bring strong 
censure 
from 
the 
railroads, as 
they say it is the railroads’ tax 
money that is helping to maintain 
their competitors in business. 
Challenge Faces Managements 
A fact which railroad manage­ 
ments cannot 
forget is that the 
present high revenues are a re­ 
sult of the abnormal condition of 
a nation girding itself for possible, 
though undesired, conflict. If the 
defense effort continues for years, 
then the abnormality of capacity 
traffic becomes the norm. 
When 
and if the rearmament emergency 
is 
relaxed, 
the carriers will be 
facing 
their 
basic 
difficulties, 
such as mole intense competition, 
rising costs and government regu­ 
lation, without benefit of boom. 
The question intrudes: 
Will the 
normal 
increase 
in 
population 
with resulting greater demand for 
goods offset the expected decline 
in the military affort? 
It would 
appear as if an adjustment could 
hardly be avoided! 
In 
the 
meantime, 
the 
roads 
must expect higher costs as the 
three union brotherhoods, the fire­ 
men, the engineers, and the con­ 
ductors call for higher pay and 
changed working conditions. The 
carriers 
will 
then have to find 
more income if shareholders are 
not 
to 
be 
penalized by having 
dividends reduced or omitted. The 
three 
ways 
open 
are: 
higher 
freight rates, greater traffic vol­ 
ume, and increased efficiency. The 
first rests with the ICC. which is 
averse to a further rise in the ba­ 
sic freight rate structure; the sec­ 
ond is problematical, except with 
outright war. and the third is pos­ 
sible and likely. In any event, it 
holds an interesting challenge to 
managements which, in late years, 
have 
shown 
enterprise 
and re­ 
sourcefulness.

PURELY FUNCTIONAL — One of the 
most useful gadgets in the kitchen is the 
paring knife, a little instrum ent designed 
to assist the housewife in peeling potatoes 
and vegetables and doing a hundred other 
chores.

There 
are 
mixers, toasters, choppers, 
dishwashers and garbage grinders—but 
so far nothing has been invented to re­ 
place the paring knife. 
In fact, the technical know-how of the 
steel industry has flunked out altogether 
in producing stainless steel knives whose 
cutting edge will scarcely put a dent in a 
potato, or cut through a stalk of celery. 
Bread and carving knives of stainless

Those catch-all kitchen drawers, hid­

once was considered hardly worth a fgw 
pennies to replace at the hardware store. 
But now the old knives are more valu­ 
able than ever before, for they cannot be 
replaced for love nor money.

treasure 
the old paring knife my 
mother brough*, from Sweden more than I 
do my diamond ring,” said one housewife. 
“And I’m taking that new stainless steel 
knife back to the store and ask for m y 
money!”

To make one 
for your home, begin with a rec­ 
tangle of copper screening IO by ll 
inches, shaping it into a cone diag­ 
onally and securing it with staples 
or sewing it into place with wire. 
Stretch the mouth of the cone 
until it yawns invitingly to receive 
an arrangement of silver leaves, 
stem ornaments and frosted snow 
ornaments. 
Roll the edges gently 
backward to give it a sweeping^ 
flair. 
m The tail of the cone should be 
twisted until it curls upward. This 
is finished with a smaller arrange­ 
ment of ornaments. 
Candle Decorations 
Gay candle decorations to com­ 
plement the cornucopia can be de­ 
vised from wire, heavy enough to 
hold its shape, which has been 
wrapped around a broomstick to 
form a spiral. 
You’ll need eight 
inches of wire for this, and florists’ 
tape—of the sort used for stems 
in corsages—to wrap about the 
wire before twisting it into its 
corkscrew-shape. 
To this spiral, attach three orna­ 
ments 
made 
of 
metallic-paper 
fringe or Christmas tree bulb re­ 
flectors through which stem orna­ 
ments have been thrust. Slip the 
entire arrangement down a candle 
to its base. 
Low candle - holders 
are particularly effective when 
these adornments are paired with 
the cornucopia. 
If base metal i« available in 
your neighborhood, an attractive 
candle sconce can be made from 
12 cones of this material m oisted 
upon a circle of cardboard. 
The

brass wire which is attached to the

Tradition In Remote Jap Village

HAKODATE. 
Japan— (NEA) — 
At two o'clock in the morning, 
P there is not much activity in the 
tiny fishing village 
of 
Oshitna- 
tobetsu. 
But far up on the hill 
overlooking the village, the day 
has a lr e a d y begun in the brick 
monastery of Our 
Lady 
of 
the 
Lighthouse. 
The monastery is home to 53 
Trappist monks, who begin their 
day of work and devotion at 2 
a. rn. 
Our Lady of the Light­ 
house is one of two Trappist mon­ 
asteries in Japan: the other is in 
southern Japan. 
This one is on 
the rugged, cold, remote north is­ 
land. Hokkaido, only 250 miles east 
of Siberia. 
Like 
Trappists 
in 
Europe, 
Africa and the U. S.. the Japan ­ 
ese monks keep a strict regime. 
At 2 a. rn., they arise to sing in 
Latin the ancient chants of de­ 
votion of Roman Catholicism.

[e unheated church in one wing 
the building, they begin their 
long day by chanting the Matin, 
first of the seven canonical hours.

Outside, lights twinkle from fish­ 
ing boats in Tsugaru Strait, which 
connects the Pacific Ocean and 
the Sea of Japan, and the boats 
bob in the fresh, chill wind. 
In­ 
side, the cold night air doesn’t 
disturb the worshipping monks, 
their Oriental faces 
bent 
over 
the Latin books. 
After the 
Matin, 
they

Little Rita Walks Alone 
To Repay Polio Fund

ARKANSAS

(NEA)—A misty-eyed young girl 
stepped out of a car in front of 
the big V.F.W. memorial hall in 
Arkansas City. 
While people held 
their breaths, she walked—alone— 
up to the building and into the 
big dining room. 
Rita Hammer, 14, was walking 
without help for the first time in 
two years, and her slow but sure 
journey into the V.F.W. hall was 
to pay back those who had helped 
her lick infantile paralysis. 
Across the street, in pits dug in 
a couple of vacant lots, a barbecue 
simmered. 
The beef for it came 
from six yearlings Rita’s father. 
H. H. (Earl) Hammer, had cut out 
of his herd in nearby Dexter. The 
trimmings—beans, 
potato 
salad, 
bread, coffee — came from the 
people of Arkansas City. 
Rita’s father had the idea for 
the barbecue as a way to repay 
the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paia lysis for the 
S2.000 
hospital bill the foundation picked 
up when Rita was stricken two 
years ago. Before he got through, 
the whole town pitched in.

An old friend, Harry 
Derry, 
local V.F.W. commander, got the 
veterans’ organization to provide 
the hail and line up the rest of 
the food as a community service 
project. 
Local butchers volunteered to 
slaughter Hammer’s yearlings.

On the big day that Rita walked 
alone again, Red Cross canteen 
workers hustled plates from the

and help the polio fund.

Other thousands sent in money 
—some from distant states — and 
wrote “don’t send us a ticket; just 
add this to the fund.” 
When the last plate had been 
emptied, and Rita had been bun­ 
dled up in a car to watch the giant 
Arkalalah 
Fall 
festival 
parade 
down Arkansas City’s main street, 
Hammer and his friends started 
adding up the returns. 
They found they had more than 


$5000 to turn over to the polio 
foundation to repay the $2000 bill 
for Rita’s recovery. 
“We 
know 
that

Hammer 
said, 
“and we 
have received hundreds of letters 
from all over the country telling 
us Rita’s recovery from polio has 


I given new hope to their own sons 
or daughters who are suffering 
from the disease now.”

Rita spent six months in a Wi­ 
chita hospital, and another year 
and a half at home in braces and 
casts. 
There were later expenses, 
including a spinal operation, that 
Hammer paid for himself. 
The polio fund’s $2000 had no 
strings attached, but H am mer felt 
it was a “moral obligation”.

The barbecue was a big day for 
brown - haired, dark - eyed Rita.

Charles Slugging 
Charles, who drilled here before 
capacity gymnasium crowds, gave 
onlookers m any a thrill by slug­ 
ging it out with sparring part­ 
ners. although he is a good boxer, 
he has discarded this style in fa­ 
vor of a two fisted attack.

against Irish Bob Murphy. 
If he 
can hang up a decisive win tonight 
he is expected to start campaigning 
in the heavyweight division. 
There is more

er at the age of 37, is expected to 
remain in the New York Yankee 
organization in the role of a tele­ 
vision broadcaster. 
The great outfielder, who 
yes­ 
terday announced he would never 
wear a baseball uniform 
again— 
as a player, manager or coach—is 
considering an offer as TV com­ 
mentator of Yankee home 
base­ 
ball games. 
While both parties 
refused 
to 
commit themselves, Yankee Pres­ 
ident. Dan Topping admitted Di­ 
Maggio had been offered the TV 
job “among 
other 
propositions.’’ 
DiMaggio said all his offers dealt 
wdth radio and television and “it 
is possible” he 
will 
accept 
the 
Yankee bid. The TV post report­ 
edly would pay 
him 
$50,000 
a 
season for three years. 


Good Spirits 
DiMaggio planned to leave for 
his home in San Francisco on Fri­ 
day to think over all the proposi­ 
tions. He 
said 
he 
expected 
to 
reach a decision “some time next 
week.” 
The Yankee Clipper 
appealed 
in good spirits as he outlined his 
reasons for quitting before grind­ 
ing cameras, glaring 
lights 
and 
the largest sports press gathering 
since the days of Babe Ruth. 
“Old injuries th at lingered on 
and some new ones hastened my 
decision to retire.” DiMaggio ex­ 
plained. 
Another reason was night base­ 
ball. Joe estimated the arc light 
play cut about two years off his 
career. 
“ It gets tough to recuperate the 
next day from a night under the 
bulbs when you get 
older,” 
he 
said. “Night ball should be play­ 
ed every night or not at all. 
“You don’t get to bed until fwo 
in the morning, or so, and wake 
up at IO. 
I 
found 
that 
wasn’t 
enough rest to get the aches and 
nains out of my system. I’d go to 
the park for an afternoon game 
the next day, 
and 
sometimes 
I 
wouldn’t wake up until the fifth j 
or sixth inning.” 
Can’t Produce 
“I feel I have reached the stage 
where I can no longer produce for 
my ball club, my 
manager, 
my 
teammates and my fans.” he add­ 
ed. “I had a poor year last season. 
But even if I had hit 
.350. 
this 
would have been the last year for 
me. 
“ I found playing last 
year 
a 
torture. I was full of aches and 
pains. I found it difficult to get 
out of bed 
each 
morning--esoe- 
ciallv after a night game. I know' 
I’ll miss the game, but

don’t 
feel too badly about

because 
those days and nights of agony are 
still fresh in my mind.” 
DiMaggio said he first knew he 
was slipping as far back as three 
years ago when he 
realized

Hogan And Mangrum Top 
Golfers Of Past Year 


LLOYD MANGRUM 
Big Golfers Of 1951 
BEN HOGAN

NEW YORK—Lloyd M angrum 
• rid Ben Hogan m ade better than 
a fair living out of golf during the 
past year. 
These perfectionists 
of the fairways both won more 
$20,000 in tournam ent golf. So did 
Jim Ferrier and Dr. Cary Middle­ 
coff. 
However, M angrum led the pro­ 
fessionals in money won with 
$26,088 
while Hogan, 
who has 
restricted his tournam ents since 
his near-fatal autom obile accident 
j of 1949, had the best average. By 
winning three of the six tourna­ 
m ents 
in 
which 
he 
appeared, 
Hogan earned $20,400, a feat that 
in itself undoubtedly is unprece­ 
dented in the sport. 
Middlecoff, the Memphis den­ 
tist, took down $24,592 while Fer­ 
ric!, the A ustralian-born wizard 
from San Francisco, earned $22,- 
890. 
Hogan was the only golfer to 
take two “m ajor 
tournam ents.” 
He won the U. S. Open for the 
third tim e and scored his first 
victory in the Masters. 
The lat­ 
ter trium ph rounded out the cycle 
for the 
140-pound 
auto-m aton 
from Fort Worth, for he now has 
won every major. 
The others are the PCA, North 
and South Open and the W estern 
Open. 
The 1951 
winners were 
Sam Snead, Tommy Bolt and M ar­ 
ty' Furgol, respectively. 
Hogan, who in 1950 achieved 
the greatest comeback in sports 
history by winning the Open at 
Philadelphia, made another uphill 
fight in taking the 1951 Open at 
Oakland Hills, Birm ingham , Mich. 
The first day out he shot a 76. 
T hat placed him in a tie for 40th 
place w ith 18 others. 
A second- 
day 73 moved him into a tenth 
place tie with IO others. A 71 on 
on his morning round of the final 
day moved Hogan 
into 
a 
fifth 
place tie with two others. He then 
clim axed his 
im provement 
over 
the ridiculously-rigged layout with 
a three-under-par 67 to win the 
tournam ent with a 287, two hours 
before the last man was off the 
course. 
It was Hogan’s third straight 
Open. 
As a result of this conquest, 
Hogan was named “golfer of the 
year” by the press and radio for 
the third time in the four-year 
history of the award. 
Hogan played in only six PGA- 
threo of the five he completed. 
Ha tied for second in a pro-am a- 


teur, was fourth in the Colonial 
Open at Fort W orth and withdrew 
from the Phoenix Open due to 
illness after a first round 65. 
While the Open is worth more 
money in the long run, Hogan 
pocketed $12,500 by taking the 
world cham pionship at Tam o’ 
Shanter. 
Mangrum, playing 104 rounds of 
tournam ent golf in the first IO 
months, averaged 70.05. 
The slim 
veteran from Chicago, via Dallas, 
took down five tournam ents—Los 
Angeles, Tucson, W ilmington, S. 
C., Azalea and St. Paul Opens and 
the Seminole (Palm Beach, Fla.) 
P ro-A m ateur. 
Middlecoff also took five firsts 
—Lakewood 
Park 
(Calif.) 
and 
Colonial Invitations, 
All-A m eri­ 
can and Eastern and 
St. 
Louis 
Opens. 
He also tied for first in 
the Kansas City Open and finished 
runnerup in three events, includ­ 
ing the W estern Open.

The United States pros won the 
Ryder cup for the seventh time 
in nine matches, 9Mi to 2M«.

in am ateur golf the British took 
a licking. 
The U. S. W alker Cup 
team won at Birkdale, England, 
8-3. 
Dick Chapman of Pinehurst, 
N. C., won the British Am ateur on 
his fourth attem pt. 
Ai Brosch, 40-year-old veteran 
from Garden City, N. Y., turned 
in the best round ever in a PGA- 
sponsored tournam ent 
when 
he 
shot a 60 last February in the 
Texas Open at Brackenridge Park, 
San Antonio. He got his 60 with 
24 putts. 
Miss Betsy Rawls turned pro­ 
fessional in March, developed a 
slice in August but in Septem ber 
the Austin, Texas, girl won $1,500 
in taking her first m ajor tourna­ 
ment, the women's national open 
at Atlanta. 
She beat Miss Louise 
Suggs of Carrollton, Ga., by five 
strokes.
